The new site is an ideal one for 
staging school track meets, holding 
baseball games and staging the an- 
nual celebration. The grounds are 
conveniently located; they are fairly 
level and will not require much land- 
scaping; irrigation is easily accom- 
plished; a belt of trees and shrubs 
will lower the dust menace in the 
summer to a minimum, and a beauti- 
ful town park will be the result of a 
few improvements from year to year. 

Roughly, the grounds will include 
an area from the swimming pool weat 
to the main highway, north as far as 
the home of L. Edwards, taking in 
about sixty feet along the west boun- 
dary of the school grounds. The race 
track will be a circular half mile and 
will run inside the line of trees west 
of the school; to accomodate this a 
section of the school fence will be 
removed, and fifty feet of trees along 
the north and south fenges will be 
removed. A fence will be constricted 
around the whole grounds with en- 
trances at the southeast and south- 
west corners.

One hundred and sixty years ago there 
lived a very clever economist Known by the 
name of Adam Smith. His ‘Wealth ot 
Nations” is still considered a classical work.

“When national debts have once been 
accumulated to a certain degree, there is 
scarce, | believe, a single instance of their 
being fairly and completely paid.

A CRIMINAL WASTE 

It now transpires that the wastaye in gas 
in Turner Valley since the Royalite Company 
brought in Pioneer well No. 4 some twelve 
or thirteen years ago was suflicient to supply 
the available market for a hundred years. 

As this newspaper has previously stated, 
Turner Valley is a gas field, and not an oil 
field. But the avaricious oil company pro- 
moters, having sucked the investors large 
and small of their savings, continued to strip 
gasoline from the immense gas flows, there- 
by creating a wastage of a natural resource 
that took millions of years to form. 

When the oil boom was at its heighth such 
stocks as McDougall-Segur, Macleod, IIli- 
nois-Alberta, United, Home, and _ others 
soared to fabulous figures. Thousands of 
people were rich—on paper. When the boom 
burst, as booms have a fashion of doing—the 
huge profits disappeared. 

The Brownlee government sought to curb 
the waste of gas. It was cited that it took 
400,000 cubic feet of gas to make one barrel 
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aided and abetted by the sucker investors, 
protested. Brownlee was accused of being 
in the pay of the Imperial Oil Company. So 
conservation was not persisted in as it should 
have been. 

Now Turner Valley is but a shell of its for- 
mer self. In a few years it will again be a 
desolate foothills valley, its wells extinct and 
its population scattered. Wastefulness for 
the sake of human cupidity will have com- 
pleted its ravishment.
